MUNICIPALITIES LOSE 


Hitherto in Alberta the coun- 
cils of cities, towns and villages 
have been empowered to charge 
license fecs in respect of hotels 
and wholesale liquor stores equal 
to the fees collected by the Pro- 
vincial Government, 

At the recent session of — the 
Legislature the license law was 
changed, the fees payable to the 
Province doubled, and the power 
to also. impose fees was taken 
away from the municipal author- 
ities. 

Under the former arrangement 
the, Province charged $400 for 
each hotel or wholesale license in 
a city of more than ten thousand 
people, and $250 for ficenses:else- 
where. In Edmonton—as in 
probably most othcr cities and 
towns—the power to levy a mun- 
icipal fee was exercised, and the 
Fity collected $400 from each 
nglder of a hotel or wholcsale 
license. 

Under the new arrangement the 
Province will get $800 for each 
city license and $400 for each lic- 
ense clsewhere, the municipality 
getting nothing. In the case of 
Edmonton, as of each other city 
which levied a maximum fee, the 
change means a loss of $400 per 
year on every hotel and whole- 
sale pliquor license in the city. 

There are now 
thirty-four licensed hotels and 
eleven wholesale liquor. stores, 
The change jn the law, therefore, 


deprives the city of $18,000 rev- 


enue which it would have receiv: 
ed during the next year from the 
hotels and stores now in opera- 
tion, together with the

so a very real and substantial 
injustice 1s done the cities, towns 
and “%illages. Wh-Je the enforce- 
ment of the liquor law is the 
business of the Province, the ex- 
istence of the licensed houses 
throws a burden of expense upon 
the tax-payers of the municipal- 
itv, for the enforcement of the 
license law in the interests of 
good city government. 

It was admitted fair and right 
under the previous system that 
the city or town should te al- 


lowcd to collect, in considcra- 
tion of this cxpense, a fee as 
large as that demanded by the 


Province. The change in the law 
simply cuts the municipality out 
cf this income altogether, 
propriates it for Provincial pur- 
poses and leaves the local tax- 
payer to make up the loss of rev- 
jenue to the municipal treasury.

The Tariff 


It has been the courteous  cus- 
rae the past cighteen years to 
give full credit for tariff imper- 
fections to their predecessors in 
office. Throughout fifteen long 
years the Laurier administration 
never hesitated to blame the 
previous government for exces- 
sive duties, but at the same time 
the Liberal government made no 
fruitful effort to improve condi- 
tions.

In the first instance, foodstuffs 
should either be admitted free of 
duty or existing tariffs should be 
very materially reduced. Through 
this ceurse, we believe, lies ‘ at 
least one route to a lower cost of 
living. If we are wrong we are 
quite ready to consider further 
evidence that may be presented, 
but a very strong case may be 
brought forward in favor df 
downward changes. Canadian 
flour is now sold in Liverpool at 
lower rates than it is sold at the 
Canadian points of manufacture.
